Bxprsss Tra'n Robbed by Six 
Masked IMen. 
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The Robbars Reenra Orar riMaM Tkwa- 
ft«|lar»-1%« Opil 8t«rr)tf 
miu Md 0«M, Itaaaaacwra Oymvaw- 
afad and aafb Omakaa. 

St. Louis. Dec. 2. -Ou^ of the most 
daring train rohbt^rios tliat has occurred 
for years was pei-petrated OB the St. 
Louis an4 Ban fVaaciaoe roM almost 
within ths limits of St. Louis Monday 
night. When passenger tfal^ No. 3 on 
that rood left the depot Moadajr night 
at 8:26 o'clock it WM Jast t W MI> | fl ve 
mitint<>K Utta. 

The liinitfl of the dty had been jiaiweil 
and the entfine wm just preparing to 
mi^e up for lo«t time, when three men, 
who had iMmrdnd the train at Old Or- 
chard, cliiiilwd (iver the water tatik and 
coal and covered the firoiiian and en- 
gineer with revolverH. The enj<ineer 
was ordered to st^ p the train near (Jlen- 
dale. and as an wlditional indiu'enient 
to him to obey orders, three men who 
were in the ambush at tliat point (){)ene<l 
fire on the train with rifle*, out whether 
th«y Rucceeded in womkUliK any one 
has not been learned. 

When the train had l»een brought to a 
standstill th« entfineer and tirenian were 
ordered down from th« cab, and after 
detailing two of the band to keep guard 
over them, the other four men utartx'd 
back for the exprefw car In wtitch wa« 
the safe of the Adams ExpraseOBipaiiy, 
containing alwnt ill 5,000. 

Mes,H(uiK< r Mnirenen. who W8i in 
charK« of the car, had obaerred the 
hliK king uo of the tniin and had opened 
the door of the (-ar to see what the mat- 
ter was. .Suspecting that something was 
wrong and betioming suHpicious of the 
men he saw advancing toward him he 
hnrriadly closed and secured the door 
just as tha men reached it. fha robbers 
first tried to induce him to oj)en it, and 
failing tried to pry it oi>en. but tlie stout 
door foiled all their efforts, and after 
•pending about ten mintites in this work 
they put a charga of dyiuuuite uuder the 
door and blew it open. 

As sOOB ae the door was broken the 
fottr tnen leapod into it. Mefwenger 
Mulieuen made a brave rewiatance. but 
tbe robbers t im. il on him and after 
beating him into a conditio:! of i)a.>wivity 
with we bnttsof their revolvers l>et;an 
operation."* on the safe. This did not 
long resist their attacks, and after rifling 
it Of itn contents the guard was called 
(ir and the sextette of desperadoes took 
to the wockIs. The men were all marked 
and had evidently planned their work 
well, each one seemed to know e.x- 
actly what to do, and but a few wjrds 
were spoken during the entire opera- 
tion. 

Immediately on receipt of the news a 
special train well mamieii with oAoers 

was sent to th0 Scene. 

Dnring the time the train was stopped 
at Olitttaal* some of the train men and 
paifongere attempted to come to the Me- 
■istanoe of tbo engineer and messenger,

CHILDRE N AND K ENRICK. 

The 0<>ld*n Jnbllaa Servloa eawHaaad at 
St. Lottla. 

8t. Louis, Dec. 2.— The Catholic child- 
ren of this city yesterday paid tlteir trib- 
nte 0^ honor to his grace Archbishop 
KMurick. Tbe diddren's tribute was as 
hsautihil and touching as theohurcheV 
was lately and impressive. The child- 
ren's jubilee service was held in tbe 
grand mnoic hall of Ae eixpoeitlon 
building. From churches, from schools, 
from orjthim and blind asvluniH, fVOm 
conwnts and from many ( liaritabl6 in- 
stitutions of the clnirch came the child- 
ren. "They hml gathered at all thow ral- 
lying point.x oarly in tha day Ix-fore 8 
o'clock, and by that hour they were 
inarching on the ex|x)8ition thousands 
strong. 

It was an army D»Hrshale<l by sweet- 
faced and low-voiced sisters in their 
robes of bla* k and howLs of white, and 
by parish priests, Tinder whone minis- 
trations the children's ' army of pt .n e" 
had received its training. Every street 
was alive with ihildren. bright with 
banners, musical with youthful voices. 
The vant music hall wa« elaborately 
decorated. The great stage at the 
nortliem end of the hall had Jx'en trans- 
formed mto a rising tier of seatii, cajia 
ble of a<(Omiiio(liiting hundrwls, and 
above it and at either si<le the papal and 
natioufd flags and banners were sus- 
pended. 

The venei-ablc Archbishop Kenrick 
<H( ujned A liiindsomelv upholste red 
cliair ni'ur the center of the sta;?o and 
his countenunce beamed with love and 
happiness as he gaxcd out on the sea oi 
bright an<l happy faces tliat were turned 
toward him from the panjuette and gal- 
lery ill tlie iiuiniMiHe auditorium. OccU- 
^ ing Feats on the stage were Arch 
ishop Ryan, of Philadelphia; Bishon 
KeaiiH, rei;tor of the Wasliington uni- 
versiiy. and many distingnished jtivlates 
and laymen of the Catholic church. 
After "the grand ••Gold'*n Jubilee 
March." coiniK)sed for the occasion and 
beautifully i-endered by the youthful 
band from the (liristian Brothers' col- 
lege, an interesting nrogiam of exer- 
cises, con.sisting of audresses and sing 
ing, was cAiTic<l out. 

Followiug this was splendidly ren 
dered the Te Denm. and then Arch 
bishop Ryan, on l)ehalf of Archbishop 
Kennck, made a short addreFs, in which 
he expiessed the gratitude of his grace 
for such a beautiful testimonial of affec- 
tion from the children of his beloved 
St. Louis. At the conclusion of An h- 
bishop Rvan's address, his grace, Arch- 
bishop kenrick, bestowed bis blessing 
ai)on the children. The children then 
lang a h\ann of praise, and at its ( on 
elusion tliey filed out of the building 
and in orderly manner repaired to tiieir 
respective homes, schools and asylums. 

In the evening the music hall in the 
ex|)osition was crowded from gallery to 
orchestra with men and women of the 
Catholic faith who voiced their love and 
reverence in addresses and speeches and 
songs. Many ()f the other beliefs were 
also present, for Archbishop Kenrick'e 
good works liave not been bounded by 
his leiigte nt fattfi.

Nkw York, Dec 2.— Trouble has 
been brewing for some time between 
Father Kirwan, pastor of St. Mary's 
church, of Baat Omm* fp4. pOciila of 
the projected elecolb laioQaa, wnloh is 
now in course of construotiott. Poles 
for the oi)eratiou of the road ate beir.j 
put in ix>8ition and, as the system is to 
Txm through the thoroughfare in which 
tha church is located, it was found 
necessjiry to erect poles in front of the 
church property.

SugMr BeflBarj Sbuts Down. 

Baxtimokx, Dec. 2.— The sugar re- 
finery at Curtis bay shut down yeeterday 
for an indefinite period. Three hundred 
workmen are tarown out of employ- 
ment. Ths stigar trn.st recently secured 
a oontrollina interest in this refinery, 
and it was tnen stated that the purchase 
was made with a view to closing up the 
works. This was vigorously denied by 
the directors, and they explain yester- 
day's action as being necesvsary in order 
that the plant may be enlarged. Tlie un- 
provements will cost $iK)0,UOU and re- 
quite ttiree montlu for oompietlflB.

■WASHOiOTON, Dec. 2.— Tbe annual re- 
port of D. P. Liebhardt, superintendent 
of the dead letter office, covering the op- 
erations during the past fiscal jrser, has 
been stApillleg |0 Hm fMlMMlW gen- 
eral. 

There were receivwl during the year 

6, H','!t,4rt() piece's of original deati mail 
matter, an increa.se of ;i 1 1,904 pieces over 
the previous tiw-al year. In atldition to 
this number t'vjre were al«) received 
1 70. fKtO letters without valuable inclos- 
ures which had b<H>n returned ti) the 
writers, but failing of delivery wei-e 
again sent to the dead letter offic*. 
Tliese. togtther with the 2H7 letters 
held for li<istj',e and letters of fi r- 
eign origin on hand, nialic the touil 

7, <Ki4,:;s'J. 

Of the unclaimed and undelivered 
mail lu.it ter rei i'ived during the year 
4'.''J. (■.;!!* h tiers wcih niisdnected; 05.943 
ix-ing of fon'i ^n origin, while there was 
a decrease of in those of domestic 

origin, 'i'iie t<i'al iiuinlHT of letter-^ en- 
tirely blank ami without any suju'm rij)- 
tion was :v'7.tJ77, an increase of nearly 19 
i>er cent, over IH'.K). Among them wc-re 
rre(juently found letten* of iiusiiie.ss men 
containing money, drafts, checks and 
other valuable commercial jiajxT. Of 
the domestic letters misdirect^'d, the ad 
dress«5s of «."V.04;{ were coiTected; 13,0M8 
failing of delivery, were sent to the dead 
letter oflice. 

The total numlK-r of letters "held for 
IKKstage" was 104,673. an increase of 
nearly 5 per cent. ; of these 42,tt48 were 
letters of fictitious addretwes, and large 
ly corresiKindtfnco relating to what is 
known as "green goods," or "sawdust" 
Kwindles, many of tliem containing 
money for the purcha«o of these fraudu- 
lent goods. Of 80,153 domestic parc-els 
containing jewelTy, books, clothing 
et/C., 6,581 were misdirected. 17,428 were 
without addresses; 8U,22:i contained 
money, amounting in all to 1(47,98;}. Of 
these 91,183, containing !|i;J6,759, were 
delivered to owners, wnile 9,040 with 
|1 1 .223 were undelivered. 

Tliirty thousand tnree hundred and 
twelve letters were found to contain 
drafts, checks, notes, deeds, mortgages, 
etc., representing |1, 802,293, while 41,- 
288 contained paid and canceled obliga- 
tions; 3,16t'> (outained lottery tickets, 74 
per cent, of which were received during 
the first four months ol the year, and 
were declai-ed uumailable. Usually the 
dead letter office receives during tlie 
year something like 120,tXX) letters con- 
taining lottery tickets. 

It is estimated that 2,000,000,0<X) ordi- 
nary domestic letters were sent through 
the malls during past fiscal year. 
The total increase of all matter received 
in the dead letter office was but 311,000 
pieces, while the increase la ktters alone 
s^^j^ti^ugh the mails was nearly ISO,-

Wrong at Allf l^dlttt. 

Coi-T MBts, ().. Dec. 2.— ProfMBor T, 
C. Mendenhall. of the United States 
cnast and gwxletic sur^•ey. and S<'cretJiTj' 
A. Ornham. of the Ohio Historical so- 
ciety, who have iH'cn investigating the 
question as to the tnie hx'ation of the 
bonnd.iry line between Ohio and Indiana, 
Monday submitted tlieir rejM)rt.s to At^ 
tomey ( ieiieral VVat«on and ftovemor 
OunjdHdl. Professor Mendenhall has 
been acting uinler instructions from hiS 
department at Wiishin^ton, while .Secre- 
tary (trnliftm wan appointed by(ik)Vfmor 
Camidwll to look op tho re«-oi-ds in l>e- 
half Ol' this state. The rejKjrti* were not 
ma<le puVilic. as I^iofessor Mendenhall 
desires to show the Indiana authorities 
the courtesy of an official notification be- 
fore the matter is given to the press. 
Enough was learned, however, to dis- 
prove the sensational statement made a 
few we«d<s iuro that the present line was 
so far out of the way as to take Fort 
Wayne and other Indiana cities as far 
west intx) the boundaries of Ohio. The 
reports will show, however, that the 
line is somewhat crooketl, and probably 
a mile too far east at 8t)me jKunts and a 
similar distance tw far west at others. 

A p»>cMiliar fact wa-s develoj^l by !he 
investigation. It wa-" that no line di- 
viding ()hio ami luliana was ever 
established. The ace «^ptetl boumlary 
was ])artly mmle in 17S7by asurvey of the 
western lioiridaries of the extreme west- 
em to.' nshi,>s of Ohio. This survev lie- 
ganattlie m<;.',;h of the Miami river, 
near OiiK in-. iti. and extended due north 
eighty-seven miles. A year or so later a 
survey whs made by a company of 
settlei-y frotn the Michigan line south to 
the northern terminus of the line estab- 
lished bv the survey of 1787. The jteo- 
I)le living along the suppoeed boundaries 
of ^e two states aocepted the line 
estaluishea by these surveys as being 
genuine, and as such it has eVer been re- 
garded nntil the people of Union City 
la t winter T^vived an old tradition t» 
the etfect that the line was too far east. 

The calculations of Professor Menden- 
hall show tbat the Hue, Which is the ac- 
cepted boundarv, isonlyincorrectinsofar 
AS the crude inntruiUaits in those days 
deviled fr'>m the proper direction. It 
is said that the fteedle in an old-time 
comt^am would occasionally slip sidewise 
far enough to cause an error of several 
hundred yards within tbe distance of 
twentv Or thirty mttfes. Taking thi& in- 
to consideration the oremnt line maybe 
a mile or so out oi place. As Union 
City is divided by the present line, it 
maybetidEen into either state when a 
true hue is established. Professor 
Mendeniutll's report will recommend 
that the legislatures of the two statue 
act. in conjunction in taking proper ac- 
tion to re-establish a boundary line. 

Report<>d to Governor i^haee. 

Indianapolis. Dec. 2.— The report of 
Pi-ofessor T. (^ Mendenhall, chief of the 
United Stat"s geodetic and coasi survey, 
concerning ohe Indiana-Ohio bouudarj' 
Kne was made to Oovemor Cliase yester- 
day. It is a duplicate of that matle to 
Governor C«mpbell at Oolumbue. Ohio 
has disnuten the correctness of the In- 
diana line, claiming that it was too far 
east of its proper place at the northern 
extremity of the state.
